Minutes of the Proceedings in Parliament, Monday 
Dec. 16. Addrefs of the Barons Freeholders and o- 
thers within the Shire of Berwick, Subfcribers of 
the fame; againft an Union with England in the 
Terms of the Articles, given in and read. A {curri- 


. lous Print afferting tte Dependency of the Crown 


and Kingdom of Scoiwland upon the Crown and 
Kingdom of England brought in, and feveral Para- 
gtaphs thereof being read ; ordered that the faid 
{currilous Print be burned by the Hard of the com- 
mon Hangman at the Mercat-crefs of Edinburgh to 
Morrow berwixt 11 and 12 of the Clock ; and the 
Magiftrates of Edinburgh appointed to {ee the {ante 
punctually done. An Eighth Report from the 
Committee to whom the 6th Article of Union was 
remitted brought in and read in thefe Terms, viz. 


‘The Committee cf Parliament to whom the 6th 


Article of the Tréaty was remitted, having cong- 
der'd the Remit to them withthe Books of Rates 
both for Scotland and England and the feveral Acts 


of Parliament relating thereto, the Schemes or Ab- 


ftracts from the Cuftom-houfe Books given in to 
them from the Council of Trade and the Report 
thereancht of their Sub-committee ; who on a Re- 
port from them had compared the Cuftoms and Du- 
ties on Export and Import fetled in England with 
thefe. fetled in’ Scotland, and had calculated the 
Duties payable in Scotland upon Tarr, Tobacco, 
Iron, Deals, fingle or double Trees, Lint or Lintfeed, 
and compared the fame with the Duties payable 
upon the fame Goods in England at a Medium of 
the 3 Years whereof they had the faid Abftradts 
from the Cuftom. houfe Books ; They find that as to 
the Cuftoms and Duties on Export and Import in 
general, the Cuftoms in Scotland belong to the 
Crown and are perpetual; whereas thofe in England 
terminate ata certain Number of Years, viz. About 
two 1§ Parts thereof on the 8th of March 1709, 
Nine 15 Parts thereof onthe rft of Augaft 1710, 
about Three 15 Parts thereof to continue cnly du- 
ring Her Majefty’s Life ; and sbout one 15th Part 
thereof for 95 Years: And that the Duties upon 


- Exportation which were granted the 12th Car. 2d. 


Cap. 4th. are eafy, have never been augmented 
fave upona very few Particulars, and terminate the 
rf of Auguft 1710, That thefe Goods which con- 
tribure to Luxury and thefe that are manufactur’d 
or-can be had within the Ifland are thofe that pay 


‘high Duty when imported. But that the whole or 


moft of the Cuftoms and Duties payed at Impor- 


‘tation afe drawn back upon Exportation, if export- 


ed within a cerrain Time, excepr a moyery of old 
Subfidie whichis very {mall, and which is impofed 


by the forefaid Act the rath Car.
